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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Claims 1 to 1 1 and 16 to 19 in the reply 
filed on March 2, 2006 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 5 and 16 to 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In Claim 5 no clear antecedent basis is found for "the straight-cut toothing" and 
"roof-shaped toothing" in line 3. 

In Claim 16 no clear antecedent bases are found for ""the inner toothing" in line 
1 1 and "the outlet ring element" in line 14. 

Conclusion 

4. Claims 1 to 4 and 6 to 1 1 are allowed. The prior art does not disclose first and 
second inner stamping elements having first and second interspaced partial regions that 
together form cavities for producing the inner toothing, as required by these claims. 

5. Claims 5 and 16 to 19 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
